Tin* Boy Scou ts of America u niform 
m a y he worn b y any b oy scou t twelve 
years of age or over w ho is regu larly 
enrolled with tie* national cou ncil, all 
associa te scou ts, pioneer scou ts, ve te r­ 
an scou ts, an d all b oy scou ts who have 
b een granted a certificate of service, 
provided they ac* in good stan d in g 
wiih the local scou t au thoritie s in their 
respec tive comrmmilles, a n d all ad u lt 
officials and m em b ers In good stan d in g 
of the B oy Scou ts of America. 
It. m ay b e w orn at troop mee tin gs 
a n d socials, hikes, camps, edu cational 
trips, rallies, d e m on s tration s a n d sim ­ 
ilar ev ents, chu rch or chapel se rvice s; 
w hen ta k in g formal t e s t s ; when a p ­ 
peari ng b efore a c ou rt of hon or for e x ­ 
a m in ati on or a w a r d s ; when order ed u p ­ 
on official du ties, in su ch capacities a s 
civic gu ides or m essengers, Hag ra is­ 
ing ex ercises, scou t he a d qu a rt e rs ' or ­ 
derlies, first aid w ork ers , etc. 
D u ring the period of the war, all 
scou t a n d scou t otlieials shou ld w e a r 
their u nif orm s, w he n e ve r "practicab le, 
in ord e r t ha t they m a y b o easily called 
for a n y service for w hic h the scou t 
m ovem ent gives training.

as a scou t.
